REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues that inherency is not established on whether results or characteristics "may" occur. The examiner notes, 
however, that the pending rejections are not based on whether inherency "may" occur, but rather that it "does" occur based on 
the fact that the processes of the applied references create the same axisymmetric flow that applicant discloses in applicant's 
specification to produce the claimed fiber texture of the pending claims. The law is quite clear that the burden is on applicant to 
prove that prior art products do not necessarily or inherently possess characteristics of the claimed products where the prior art 
products are identical or substantially identical, or are produced by identical or substantially identical processes. The examiner 
has clearly shown where axisymmetric flow occurs in each of the applied references and applicant has not shown that such flow 
does not occur or is somehow insufficient in some manner to produce the claimed increase in fiber texture. Applicant's argument 
that the applied art is silent regarding increased fiber texture is noted, but it is not necessary for the prior art to describe features 
that would be inherent to the applied art .
